‘opposed to ex-post facto laws and 
rules. 

“I am also quite confident that 
the politics of individuals rather 
than any desire for party unity

Gov. Dever Lays 
It on the Line 


“A little more than a week ago, we 
listened long and carefully to our Re- 
publican friends from this very rostrum. 
In vain we waited for a hopeful pro- 
gram for this challenging atomic age. 
We heard only the voice of the fossil.” 

In these opening phrases of his key- 
note speech to the Democratic National 
Convention Tuesday night, Governor 
Paul Dever, of Massachusetts, laid the 
framework for an effective and devas- 
tating attack on Republicans and Re- 
publicanism. The address itself provides 
the framework for victory in November 
if the party can bind up its wounds from 
the wrangling that now threatens unity. 
However, his references to “legal im- 
plementation” of civil rights will not be 
exactly conducive to that. 


The Democratic keynoter .made a 
fighting speech and offered a positive 
program. In contrast to the lofty words 
of General MacArthur and the obvious 
longing to return tothe past that rose 
forth from the endless procession of Re- 
publican speakers, Governor Dever ac- 
cepted the challenge and laid the record 
on the line. He did it in a manner equal- 
ly as.effectively as did Alben Barkley: 
in 1948. 

Point by point he ripped the Repub- 
lican campaign documents to bits. He 
exposed: the hypocrisies.in their plat- 
form, the. platitudinous objectives, the 
negative approach, and the evasion of 
issues. He dissected the GOP convention 
attacks upon the Democrats and threw 
them back in their laps. 

From foreign policy to the handling 
of agricultural matters, the Massachu- 
setts governor laid it on. On foreign pol- 
icy, he shouted: “Congressional Repub- 
licans have voted to strip our defenses: 
antagonize our Allies; and to ignore the 
poverty, hunger, and distress which are 
the principal well-springs of commu- 
nism.” 

On agriculture: “Since 1925, for the 
most part, the Republicans in Congress 
have opposed any and every program to 
aid, promote and maintain agriculture.” 

On the economic front: “So dynamic 
and flourishing is our economy that the 
necessary staggering expenditure (for 
defense) is only 20 per cent of the na- 
tional production. Never in our history 
has our economy been so strong, so safe, 
so healthy, and so productive as it is 
today.” 

He traced the record. To the wage 
earners: “In terms of purchasing power 
your income has almost trebled (since 
1932).” To the farmer: “The net income 
of the average farmer has increased 10 
times, and in purchasing power four 
times since 1932.” To business: “Cor- 
porate enterprise operated at a loss of 
$3,500,000,000 in 1932. In 1951, Ameri- 
can corporate enterprise, after taxes, 
earned a profit of $18,000,000,000.” 

His brief references to civil rights 
packed dynamite to party unity, but 
even in this, the speech did not close the 
door to peaceful settlement of this issue. 

This fighting address may not assure 
the Democrats victory in November. 
However, it is a positive document which 
will be difficult for the Republicans to 
explain away, regardless of the popu- 
larity of their candidate. 

With this speech, some of the defeat- 
ism we have felt coming out of Chicago 
this week may be dissipated.

The Democrats Face 


Decisions for Victor y 


Whether or not Seh. Richard B. Rus- 
sell wins the Democratic nomination is 
now being determined in committees 
and in caucuses in Chicago. And with 
these decisions lie the chances of party 
victory in November. 


The struggle over the platform, in 


which the moderates are attempting to 
reach a compromise stand on civil rights 
and the FEPC, is likely to reach the con- 
vention floor. 


Senators Lehman and Humphrey 
have announced their decision to fight 
for a “no retreat” position on this is- 
sue—a- stand which caused the abortive 
Dixiecrat revolt in the 1948 convention. 


Whether the convention ends in har- 
mony or in another Southern walkout 
depends on compromise and settlement 
of these differences. So would Senator 
Russell’s chances appear to depend upon 
the outcome. 


A compromise on civil rights could 
be interpreted as a victory for the Geor- 
gia senator, whose chances for the nomi- 
nation would be enhanced thereby. An 
uncompromising stand, with convention 
approval, could mean the opposite. 

The South wants to continue to vote 
- Democratic. The emotional effect of a 
compulsory civil rights program, with 
the dreaded FEPC, could result either 
in the South going to Eisenhower or at 
least in a denial of its electoral votes to 
the Democrats. 

Senator Russell offers the best op- 


portunity for a compromise, for keep- 
ing the South in line, and for continuing 
the basic principles which have gov- 
erned the Democratic Party during most 
of its existence. We believe he is the 
best candidate in the field to unify the 
party and to carry it to victory.

Events in Troubled Iran 
Take Turn for Worse 


Shortlived have been the hopes of 
the Western world that order and a 
friendiy government were about to arise 
out of chaos in Iran. 

Premier Ahmed Qavam, he who 
pledged to solve the oil crisis, has re- 
signed in face of rioting, of violence 
near to revolution. 


Extreme. nationalists and Commu- 
nists make up the angry mobs which 
have cut the tenure of the new premier 
to two days. 

Iran remains in state of crisis, ever 
a tinder box in a highly inflammatory 
Middle East. 

The immediate danger is that through 


the Tudeh Party the Communists will 


seize control.- If they do, the situation 
will have gone from bad to worse. 

. The Communist Tudeh organization 
has offéred an alliance with anti-Brit- 
ish ex-Premier Mossadegh in a come 
mon front against “imperialism.” At 
the same time the Reds insist that any 
anti-imperialism coalition include as an 
objective the expulsion of United States 
military missions and ‘Point Four Spies.” 

Should Mossadegh return to power 
under a deal like that the Communists 
would have in.the door the proverbial 
camel’s head. It doesn’t take an Orien- 
tal to figure what would come next.

Thousands Learn 


Blessin g of Givin g 


Some thought - provoking figures 
came out of State Auditor B. E. Thrash- 
ers office Saturday. 

They show that.the average citizen 
in Georgia paid $66.45 in taxes during 
the last fiscal year and that he got back 
$63.03 in state services. A surplus for 
the year of almost $12,000,000 helps 
account for the difference. 


Of the $66.45 tax toll, $27.19 was in 
sales tax. Mr. Average Citizen more 
than got that back in pay for the teach- 
ers who instruct his children, in salaries 
of the bus drivers who carry the chil- 
dren to school, in textbooks and other 
education expenditures. 


The Georgians who paid a total of 
$51,638,840 in gasoline and oil taxes got 
their money back in roads and bridges. 


The state income taxpayers chipped 
in $11.43 apiece and the consumers of 
beer-wine and liquor paid in $10,500,- 
000. We could go on with an analysis 
of the tax receipts report. Statistics 
were made for that purpose. 


But to us, in this budget and tax 
receipt table, one fact stands out— 


Never before have Georgians asked 
and received as much from their state 
government. And, thanks to the sales 
tax, never before has the cost of those 
services been as widely distributed 
among the beneficiaries. 


It is blessed to receive from the state. 
It is also blessed to give. The sales tax 
has made taxpayers of thousands of 
Georgians who formerly had been only 
on the receiving end.

It was explained further that the chain of 
command in this plot led into the Demo- 
cratic National Committee to include its 
present chairman—banker, businessman and 
promoter Frank E. McKinney of Indiana— 
and that it reached the South through the 
presidential candidacy of Sen. Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia. 

This was all confirmed and publicly ex- 
posed when Big Jim Farley, on the eve of 
the convention, stood before a press confer- 
ence here. He announced his choice for the 
nomination as Vice-President Barkley, with 
Senator Russell as his second choice, and 
with Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois as a 
dim third choice. He thought a Barkley- 
Russell ticket would be a fine solution, even 
though both come from the South. 

Jim Farley has performed many and 
valiant services for his party, and is a be- 
loved and respected figure. He performed 
another service, perhaps unwittingly, when 
he let the cat out of the bag about the Bark- 
ley maneuver, for, despite the love that 
party leaders and delegates have for him, 
it is plain that this convention in the year 
1952 is not inclined to follow the leadership 
of Jim Farley, as it refused to follow him 
in 1940, 1944 and 1948. It is a bit late accord- 
ing to the calendar. 

The convention, as: it opened, still was 
without leadership, still fumbling. That stood 
out clearly. Also striking was the inevi- 
table clash of irreconcilable elements. Once 
again it was the old, familiar North-South 
conflict that raged about civil rights and eco- 
nomic issues and the identification of the 
various candidates with those issues that 
divide the party.

U. S. Grant was the big man befoére the 
balloting of that convention.

Atlanta—Senator Russell’s sudden dis- 
covery that the Taft-Hartley Act is weighted 
against the working man and his later state- 
ment that he would have used the act in the 
stee] strike is a prime example of a desper- 
ate pclitician trying to. avoid defeat by talk- 
ing out of both sides of his mouth at the 
same time. ' 

The 80-day injunction clause is the most 
vicious part of the T-H Act. It is a form of 
slavery, or involuntary servitude, imposed 
on the worker for the benefit of a private em- 
ployer. The steelworkers had already wait- 
ed more than 80 days while theirs and man- 
agement’s cases were presented to a neutral 
board ‘for recommendations. The workers 
accepted the board's opinion; the steel com- 
panies ‘did not. 

Senator Russell's statement that he would 
now enjoin the workers raises the suspicion 
that he would repeal the act only in order 
to enact another even more unfair. One of 
Russell’s principal sponsors, Senator. Byrd, 
says the law should be made even more 
favorable to management. 

If the Byrds, Georges, Russells and 
Davises would openly join the Republican 
Party where they belong by virtue of their 
philosophy and voting records it would be 
better for both. parties and the country. But 
to pose as Democrats for election purposes 
and then form a coalition with the reaction- 
ary wing of the Republican Party is a poor 
contribution to two-party government.

No Christianity 
Without Christ 


What is your opinion of Christ?

‘tragic truth is that many people have never 


formed a real opinion of him. Bishop Arthur 
J. Moore makes this the first question in his 
new book, “‘The Mighty Saviour.” He points | 
out that Christ's birthday 
gave the world a new era, 
yet intelligent people go 
on living, never arriving 
at any deep” convictions 
about Him. 
For more than 40 
years now, the giant in- 
tellect of Bishop Moore 
has been primarily’ con- 
cerned with Christ. He 
has preached Him around 
the world and has lived in q 
intimate relationship with Christ. So I was 
particularly interested to read the bishop’s | 
statement of his belief in Christ., 


First of all, he believes Jesus Christ was 
supernaturally born and that Christ was a 
supernatural person. The word supernatural 
means being beyond or exceeding the powers 
or laws of nature. So, though Christ took 
the form of humanity, he was above and | 
beyond mere human laws. He was different | 
from any person who has ever lived. 


The bishop points out that you can have 
Buddhism without Buddha but you cannot 
have Christianity without Christ. 


Second, He is the Christ of the sinless 
life. His cheeks were never wet with tears | 
of repentance. His heart was never shot , 
through with anguish because he had trans- 
gresseqd the laws of the Father. He stands 
today facing the critics of all centuries, ask- 


oe 


ing, “‘Which of you convicteth me of sin? 


Third, He is the Christ of the vicarious 
death. Bishop Moore regrets that the word 
‘“‘vicarious’’ is dropping out of our modern 
religious terminology. It means doing for 
another, doing for me that which I could 
not do for myself. Christ on the cross is 
not an example of how a good man can bear 
pain, but the Son of God doing vicariously 
by His death that which man could not do 
for himself. 

Fourth, He is the Christ of the victorious 
resurrection. If Christ did not rise from the 
dead, the whole plan of human redemption 
breaks down in utter failure. We cannot 
rely for our salvation upon a human Christ, 
and we certainly cannot trust it to a dead 
Christ. He arose again and went before us 
to the Father's hoyse. We know not a dead 
Christ who hangs forever on a cross. 

Finally, He is the Christ of the endless 
life. The bishop emphasizes that Christ is 
alive, and that men can today find Him. He 
is not a memory, He is not a myth, He is not 
a bit of history. 

Christ could strike a light in the world of 
darkness; He could cure the race of its in- 
sanity; He could banish the clouds of war; 
He cculd give us a decent state, a friendly 
redeemed world, if enough of us would walk 
with Him. 

Bishop Moore concludes by saying: ‘‘He 
is the voice of God, calling out to man. He 
is the heart of God, throbbing out to man, 
He is the hand of God, reaching out to man, 
So I say with Thomas, ‘My Lord and my 
God.’ I say with Peter, ‘Thou are the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.’ ”’

COUNTERFACTORS 


But against this theory are sev- 
eral important counterfactors. The 
Russians are masters of what 
might be called ‘‘attack on a broad 
front’’—attack by propaganda, by 
espionage, by political infiltration, 
by diplomatic pressure on small 
powers, by economic threats.

A war might, of course, be 
caused by accident. This, in the 
view of son.e of the SHAPE staff, 


is the gravest of present dangers. | 
Fisenhower himself has talked of | 


the possibility of an “‘insane’’ at- 
tack. An accident probably would 
derive in the first instance from 
Russian ignorance. 

The Soviets might calculate that 
we would not resist some new, in- 
sidious, aggressive move. They 
might, out of misunderstanding of 
American temperament, push us 
too far, thinking we would not re- 
taliate. Then, if we did, both sides 
might have committed themselves 
so far as to make overt war in- 
evitable. 

The fact remains: formal attack 
hy Russia (assuming for the sake 
of argument that Moscow wants a 
war) is. not considered an immi-. 
nent probability, for the reason 
that the Russians know, if they 
start a war, they will almost cer- 
tainly lose it.

For example, he said, ther® 
is a paper for fruit growers, one 
for tobacco growers, one for wine 
growers and one for dairymen.

He said there were 
not aS many tractors and mechani- 
cal implements in his country as in 
the United States.
